HORRIBLY MUTILATED. 


Details of a Tragedy in Japan—Ten Persons 
; ' Murdered. 


New York, July 13.—The Japan mail re- 
ceived per late steamer, gives the fotiowiag 
account of a terrible tragedy in the mikado’s 
kingdom: 

Shortly before midnight, on the 25th of 

ay, the peace of a village, some twenty 
or twenty-five miles to the southeast of 

ka, was rudely disturbed by the report 
of a gunshot. Awakened by the repori, 
Matsunaga Denjiro, a man fifty years of 
age, went outside, There he saw two or 
three men with drawn swords in their 
hands, who at once attacked bim. Denjiro 
escaped to a neighbor's, who, upon hearing 
what had happened, summoned assistanc> 
end ran up to Denjiro’s house. Arriving 
there he found the house on fire and two or 
three men with drawn swords and small 
firearms ready to kill anybody who might 
attempt to interfere with them, None dared 
to move. 

An hour or two later a mob summoned 
enough courage to go to the place in a body 
and there they feund the wife of Denjiro 
Slashed and cut in the back and abdomen; 
his son shockingly muitlated, with the yis- 
cera protruding from a gash in the abdo 
men, and a daughter with gaping wounds 
in the thigh and side and with her left-ha'id 

rs cut off. All were quite dead. 

Elsewhere, a few hundred yards off, the 
body of a woman, named Morimoto Tora, 
was found in front of her own house with 
a@ wound in the chest from a musket tél. 
Other wounds were found on other parts of 
her body, and at the house of old Matsu 
Kumajiro, a son of Denjiro, a woman, 
named Riye, daughter of one Akasaka Uno, 
and Denjiro’s five-year-old grandson, Kyu- 
taro, were found seriously wounded in the 
back and abdomen, and a grandson of Aka 
saka tno, who was born last year, and

~ Riye’s illegitimate chiki, only forty days 


old, were both found with their heads cut 
off and bearing the marks of other wounds. 

In a field, near-by, Kumajird‘s corpse was 
cut and hacked into pieces. The eldest 
daughter of Morimoto Tora, by name Nui, 
eighteen years of age, was found dead in a 
barn with her head and legs cut off. Not 
one of the ten victims ever spoke from the 
time they were discovered. There is no clue 
to the murderers.

CURRENCY COMING IN, | = 


And the Money Market at New York Is 
Improving Rapidly. 


CONDITION REPORTED BY THE BANKS. 


Call Loans Renewed at Hignt Per Cent* 


and Better Times Predicted—The 
Stock Market. 


New York, July 13.—The same easy conil- 
tion was reported by bank officers this morn- 
ing as was found yesterday. Money was 
fairiy abundant and call loans were renewed 
at 8 per cent. Currency was said to be flow- 
ing in with tolerable freedom from the coun- 
try, and, best of all, London started the 
market with some strength, which set the 
price generaily on a higher level than at 
yesterday's close. After a gradual decline 
better prices were again obtained. The 
western paper that was falling due was being 
paid off, and the demands from the country 
for further accommodations were exceediugly 
light. 

Stock Market Strong. 


The stock market opened strong and yes- 
terday’s purchasers, in mahy instances, took 
their protits. After that the market sold 
down a littie. There was some talk about 
gold imports and that Letped the market. 
There was some foreign buying of General 
Electric and Louisville and Nashville. The 
former closed yesterday at 62 3-4 and opened 
today at 64 1-4 and fel] to 6381-8. Louisville 
and Nashville opened at 58 1-2, after closing 
yesterday at 571-2, and increased to 59 1-2. 
Foreign bankers sald this wmvurning that no 
importations of gold had been ordered, that 
the figures offered in London were we!l 
enough, but that trolders gave no cencourage- 
ment to would-be buyers. Still several 
houses are vatciing exchange quotafiona, 
and when the market justifies it importations 
may be looked fur. It is only the difference 
between the bullion value of the metal and 
sovereigns that hinders gold importations at 
present. 

brokers surely: expect to see time money 
in good supply In about a week or ten days. 
Settlements at the clearing house today be- 
tween banks were in the proportion of 37 1-2 
per cent cash and the remainder in joan cer- 
tificates. his is a decided increase in cash 
payments. The subtreasury was debtor at 
the clearing ‘house this morning In the large 
sum of $1,113,031. The loan ~ committee 
neither issued nor cancelled any loan certifi- 
cates today. 

Sterling exchange is quiet and steady. 
The supply of bills has fallen off and the 
inquiry 4s light. Gold is expected by steam: 
ers leaving the other side Saturday, but the 
amount is not known. Representatives of 
foreign houses generally fook for gold im- 
ports later in the year, provided some set- 
tlement is made of the currency by foreign 
capitalists. As for the immediate future 
they do not, as a rule, expect that much 
gold will come this way. 


Bankers Predict Fasy Times. 


This afternoon the hopeful feeling among 
the bankers became even more pronounced. 
Frederick D. Tappen, president of the Gal- 
latin National bank, said that one of the 
most necessary things was the resumption 
of the commercial relations between the sub- 
treasury and the clearing ‘house. No clear- 
ing house loan certificates were issued today 
and none were retired, but it is knewn that 
if the same easy conditions prevail next 
week some large blocks of the certificates 
will then be retired. 

Mr. Tappen said this afternoon that there 
would not be trouble in the money market, 
and that in ten or fifteen days there would 
be an abundance of currency here, particr- 
larly in notes of ail denominations. Some 
banks would probably be asking that their 
Clearing house balances might be repaid in 
loan certificates rather than currency. It 
was probable there might be a few more lean 
certificates issued, a hundred thousand do!- 
lars or so, te some small banks, perhaps, but 
if the present conditions continue the cer- 
tificates will be steadily retired, and by the 
end of the month probabiy all would be can- 
celled. 

Some amtsement was caused by reports in 
the Chicago morning papers of interviews 
reflecting on New York bankers. A banket 
here was spoken to on the subject, and sail: 
‘That was merely some wind off of Lake 
Michigan. It would be much more to the 
point if Chicago banks paid off their indebt- 
edness. to ‘New York banks and talk after- 
wards.’’ 

Another ‘western utterance that caused 
some amusement among the bank officers 
here was the reference in the Denver reso- 
lutions to New York banks. 

“IT am surprised at those statementa,” said 
a national bank president, “because we lave 
extended every possible accommodation to 
Colorado banks, and especially to the banks 
of Denver, and, therefore, I can hardly be- 
lieve that the best people of that city en- 
dorse the sentiments contained in those res- 
olutions.” 


THE CROPS IN TEXAS, 


What the Weather Crop Bulletin from the 
Lone Star State Indicates. 


Houston, Tex., July 1%4.—(Special.)— 
The weekly crop bulletin of the ‘Texas 
weather service for the week ending July 
10, 1895, states that the rainfali since 
January Ist is below the normal amount 
in all parts of the state and the deficiency 
ranges from four inches over eastern 
portions to eight and nine inches over the 
western portions. The rainfall since the 
beginning of the groWing season, March 
Ist, is about normal over the eastern por- 
tions of the coast district and is two to 
six inches below over other portions of 
the state, the greatest deficiency being in 
the western portion. 

The temperature during the past. seven 
days has averaged about normal, or be- 
low, in the different parts of the state. 

The highest temperature of the several 
stations has ranged during the week from 
91 near the coast to 104 in the interior. 
The lowest temperature recorded at the 
various stations ranged from 6) in the in- 
terior to 78 near the coast. 

Condition of Crops. 


Wotton—A great many sections from 
the eastern portion of the state report cot- 
ton doing well, while a few state that 
this crop is beginning to suffer for want of 
rain. As we go west, particularly after 
cTossing the Brazos river, complaints of 
drouth become very frequent, and the ex- 
treme western portions of the state are 
suffering severely. Cotton is shedding badly 
over this part of the state, and in some 
localities is burning up. There was very 
little moisture in the ground at the be- 
ginning of the groWing season, and as a 
result the plant is not well rooted and 
prepared for drouth, hence a continuation 
of dry weather is likely in a Short time 
to result in considerable damage to the 
crop in all parts of the state. ,The crop 
is late as a rule over the northwest por- 
tions of the state, and in many other 
parts of the state is behind an average 
season, and this makes the effects ef the 
drouth more noticeable and its effects more 
serious. Grasshoppers are reported nu- 
merous in some sections and are damaging 
cotton in a few localities. No other in- 
sects are reported. 

Corn—Late corn has been cut short in 
many localities by continued dry weather, 
but early corn, while cut down to some ex- 
tent, is a good crop and as a whole there 
will be a good yield of corn. The CTOp 
will be the shortest in the western portions 
of the state. 

_ Weather has been favorable*for thresh- 
ing wheat and oats. No change in yield 
since last report. Wheat generally is very 
good, but oats are not so good.

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THE DISPHNSARY CLOSED. 


A Temporary Injunction Against the Officials 
in Greenville. 

Greenville, S. C., July 12.—Special.)—The 
dispensary in this city was closed today on 
an omler of Judge Norton restraining them 
from selling any further until he can give 
the case a full hearing. 

Earle & Mooney, attorneys, of this place, 
secured the.injunction on the grounds that 
Mr. Hill, the dispenser, is an ex-barkeeper 
and has been so within two years, which 
disqualifies him for the office of dispenser, 
and that his petition was not signed by4a 
majority of the freeholders of the city, 
which the dispensary law states very clear- 
ly is hecessary for the establishment of a 
dispensary in any town, 

The evidence shows that a majority of the 
freeholders did not sign Mr. Hill’s petition 
and a great many of the signatures are of 
persons who are not freeholders. The board 
of control, who are all Tillmanites, met about 
the Ist of this month and resolved to estab- 
lish the dispensary despite the protest of a 
large number of our citizens and in view 
of the facts presented to them as above. 

The Portner Brewing Company shipped 
a keg of beer here day before yesterday yia 
the Richmond and Danville railroad and 
it was exposed to view by their agent a 
whole day. The-railroad agent, the dray- 
man, who hauled it into the city, and the 
agent of the brewing company, have been 
expecting to be arrested each day, but not- 
withstanding the fact that there are several 
spies in our city so far none of them have 
been arrested. 


MANY ARRESTS EXPECTED, 


There Is Every Reason to Believe That 
Charleston Will See Some Fun Today. 

Charleston, S. C., July 13.—(Special.)— 
No arrests have as yet been made by the 
governor’s spies under the Evans liquor law, 
although the presence here of the assistant 
attorney general of the state and the fact 
that he has been closeted all day with an 
administration trial justice would indicate 
that the governor is about to start the ma- 
chinery in motion to crush the metropolis of 
the state. 

The town council of Mt. Pleasant has 
called a mass meeting for tomorrow night 
to take legal steps to squelch the state bar 
room opened in that village. 

It transpired today that the governor has 
written officially to several of his friends 
in the-city offering them $25 for every case 
they make out of a violation of the law. 
The liquor dealers in the meantime are pre- 
pared with their counsel and with © bail 
bonds to meet the fight. The indications are 
that upwards of fifty arrests will be made 
tomorrow. 


IRBY COMES BACK, 


He Replies to the Letter of Adjutant Gen- 
eral Farley. , 

Charleston, S. C., July 13.—(Special.)—

two-column reply to the charges mutade 
against him by Adjutant General Farley, 
in which the latter wrote; ‘‘But I cannot, 
and will not, submit to the long continued 
private, as wel] as anonymous, abuse and 
misrepresentation of this loud-mouthed, 
vulgar-maunered bully ard braggart, who 
has already disgraced us in Washington, 
and who is now bringing discord into our 
own ranks by playing the part of a dictator 
and a tyrant.

Among other things, 
he says the article was written by Jim 
Tillman, a son of the ex-congressman, to 
whom Farley had proposed to go into ar 
alliance to beat Senator Butler for the 
senate, and, also, to turn Governor Tillman 
and Senator Irby down. The charges made 
by Farley he denounces as false, and adds 
that ‘‘this phillippic against me is but the 
fulfilment of a scheme concected last 
March.” The senator adds, significantly, 
that, with this explanation, he is with 
the ‘newspapers as a means of adjusting 
differences.

Bears His Name. 


BOTH A REVIEW AND SHAM BATTLE. 


A Sp'endid Showing Made by the Soldiers. 
The Battle Was Very Real-A Bol- | 
dier Hurt—Notes of the Day.

Griffin, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—The 
usual duties required of the yoiunteer gol- 
dier of the state was commenced at Camp 
Northen this morning—guard mounting, 
which is a principal feature of the morning’s 
exercises was carried out with the usual 
,Yim and snap, The battalion drill, which 
occurs at 6 o’clock in the morning, is said 
to be the hardest and most trying drill of 
the day’s exercises. 

uring the Morning Hours. 

Today opens up quite warm, and the av- 
erage soldier poy is eagerly awaiting the 
time of his departure to his native heath. 

Beyond the early morning’s exercises 
there was very little done in camp. The 
officers, realizing the hot weather and the 
hot work in a sham bpattle, are letting the 
boys rest and keep cool, All along the line 
you can see groups of soldiers sitting to- 
gether, some singing, some playing leap- 
frog, some telling yarns and some over in 
town, Everything seems more like Sunday. 
The breeze is gentle and mildly does it 
ruffle amid the leaves of pine and oak. 
Gracefully the slender, sapplings make their 
obeisance to the king of winds and humbly 
pleading that he forsake them not. Even the 
sun god seems to shine only because grim 
fate decrees it. 

Speaking of dress parades and the like, 
some arrangements should be made by 
which the ladies can be comfortably situ- 
ated while witnessing the various exercises, 
Now they have to sit in their vehicles, 
which, of course, is more or less dangerous 
on account of wild horses, etc. A grand 
stand would be of great benefit both to the 
soldiers and spectators alike, but it is al- 
most in vain to expect anything of the kind, 
as the appropriation is scarcely sufficient 
to defray the actual;expenses of the state’s 
volunteer troops for a ten days’ encamp- 
ment. It is not in yain to hope that Georgia 
may yet have some statesmen in her legisla- 
tive halls, who will see their duty and dare 
to do it. 

The Governor’s Arrival. 


The fact that the governor of Georgia 
would be present to review the troops was 
shown quite early this morning, at which 
time the soldier boys could be seen making 
great preparations for his majesty by such 
things as cleaning up the streets, mess halls 
and in fact placing everything in apple pie 
order awaiting the arrival of his excellency. 
Of course the soldiers manifested great pride 
in having everything belonging to them 
and all they have anything to do with look- 
ing neat and nice, and with eager expecta- 
tion they sat in waiting. 

At 2:30 o’clock Gevernor Northen ar- 
r:ved in Griffin on the Naney Hanks. 
He was met by a large crowd of peopie 
from Griffin who at once made him wel- 
come. He was entettained in a most royal 
manner by Captain Kincaid. The governor 
felt very much ati home with th:s elegant 
gentleman. “Mr. Kinchaid’s daughter js en- 
tertaining a number of charming visitors, all 
of which went towards making up a most 
delightful party for the reception of the 
governor. 

Welcomed to the Camp. 


After a short rest he was escorted by 
his staff to Camp Northen. At the sight 
of the governor thé@'¢annons peuled forth a 
salute of seventeen’ shots. Promptly at 
3:30 o’clock the trumpeter gave his biast. 
Fifteen troops, all arrayed in full dress 
uniforms, presented a scene which would 
have stirred the patriotism of any true 
Georgian. 

The troops thaving been placed in line 
for the purpose of review, the military 
band of Atlanta started down the line, 
making a return parade in _§ front 
of the governor and his staff. 
The band then resumed its 
position at the head of the jine, and Gover- 
nor Northen and his staff rade a review of 
the troops. The staff oiticers were: Col- 
onel Richardson, of The Columbus En- 
guirer-Sun; Adjutant General Kell, Colonel 
Lyons, Quartermaster A, J. West, assisted 
by Captain Greenough, of the United States 
army, and Lieutenant Satterlee, also of 
the United States army. Governor Northen 
and his staff pronounced the troops to be 
in excellent condition, and worthy of the 
support of Georgia’s fair commonwealth. 
After a most careful investigation of the 
condition of the camp and a close scrutiny 
of all the property, Governor Northen and 
staff assumed a position on the far right 
of the camp to witness 2 very interesting 
sham battle. 

Promptly the troops were divided into 
regiments and placed in different posi- 
tions on the battlefield, and the fun com- 
menced in dead earnest. Charges and 
retreats were made, and stich shooting! 
One old rebel declared it was like war 
times. Women and children rushed franti- 
cally to the woods. 

It was certainly exciting. Soldiers would 
rush forward like mad demons to overcome 
the odds. It seemed that some real victory 
was just in front, and only a heroic strug- 
gle would capture it. At last one grand 
charge of the left wing of the army was 
made across the lines, and the colors of the 
enemy were taken amid tremendous yells 
from the conquering hosts. 

Fully 3,000 people were on the grounds. 
Country people flocked into town early this 
morning, and by 12 o'clock the city pre- 
sented a lively scene. 

To help swell the crowd Colunrbus sent 
over a delegation of 1 people, who ac- 
companied the “Mikado” Opera troop who 
show here tonight. 

As the setting sun sheds forth its purple 
rays over Camp Northen this evening the 
volunteer forces now in camp feel repaid 
for their trying. work when they heard 
the encouraging words of Governor Northen. 

An Accident. 

While firing the seventeenth shot of the 
cannon in saluting the governor and staff 
a regular who was assisting in the work 
had his hand badly burned and arm some- 
what disfigured. He was thrusting in the 
ramrod and suddenly the cannon fired with 
the above result. It was thought that 
in using water to prevent it heating too 
rapidly some of the powder, being damp, 
did not burn as quickly as the dry and stil] 
contained some fire when the last charge 
was § io. in.

INTERESTING MATTERS TOUCHED ON. 


Oolonel Hawkins Explains Those Entries. 
What Became of the Proceeds of Bond 
Sales—Mr. Sperry’s Statement. 


Americus, Ga., July 13.—(Special.)—The 
hearing of the case af the Savannah, Amer- 
icus and Montgomery railroad was con- 
tinued before Special Master W. M. 
Hawkes today. 

The entire morning and much of the 
afternoon was spent in the examination 
of Colonel S. H. Hawkins in regard to 
the last issue of $80,000 of bonds of the 
Albany, Florida and Northern railroad and 
the disposition of the second issue of bonds 
of the Savannah, Americus and Montgom- 
ery railroal of $1,590,000. 

Receiver Hambleton and R. B. Sperry, 
representing the boldholders, claimed that 
the Albany, Florida and Northern was in 
an unfinished condition when the bonds 
were issued, which issue was made upon 
the representation of the Hawkins man- 
agement that the road was in good order. 
Colonel Hawkins testified that most of the 
road was in good cdéndition. Only a few 
miles were a little shaky, but inasmuch as 
he intended getting things in good shape at 
once, he signed the certificate to the effect 
that the road was finished. Evidence was 
introduced to prove that Chief Engineer 
Fannin signed the same certificate under 
protest. 

Colonel Hawkins testified as to the dispo- 
sition of the bonds. It seems that Ham- 
bleton thought the bonds should have been 
credited to the account of the road and 
not the ‘nvestment company. Colonel 
Hawkins testified that he did not know 
until last night but that such a credit had 
been made to the road instead of the in- 
vestment company. Colonel Hawkins was 
asked if the statements made the day pre- 
vious by Treasurer Cooper relative to the 
charging to the construction account 
of various operating expenses for eleven 
months preceding December, 1892. were 
true. He could not answer as he did not 
hear the entire testimony of the witness 
in question. Colonel Hawkins stated, how- 
ever, that in all matters of doubt relative 
to payrolls and distribution sheets made up 
for work done on the Montgomery extension 
these items were charged to construction: 
that such procedure under the circumstances 
he considered fair and proper. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock Mr. R. B. Sperry 
took the stand and testified relative to a 
telegram and letter exhibited written by 
himself to an official of the road here. The 
telegram advised them of the coming of 
Engineer Wells, who was sent out by a 
syndicate who proposed to lem] the road 
$600,000, to examine the physical condition 
of that road and who later reported it ‘in 
first-class cond?tion. The letter contained 
a request to Mr. Bagler to send him (Sper- 
ry) a copy of Auditor Cooper's trial balance 
for September 1st last: that from this 
he could make up figures to suit himself 
and thereby stop two or three wagging 
tongues in Baltimore; that something must 
be done to restore confidence jn the bonds 
of the company, which were be'ng offered 
at 75 1-2 with no bidders. 


In explanation of this letter Mr. Sperry 


stated that he simply wished to put the trial 


balance in a more intelligent form for the 
purpose of show!ng to better advantage 
the condition of the company’s affairs and 
by no means to add additional figures. 

The case is exciting much interest and 
will be continued for several days.
